Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twelfth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Selby  Rural  District  and  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1958. 

99  live  births  were  registered,  giving  a  Birth  Rate  of  14.8 
per  thousand  population  (Adjusted  Birth  Rate  16.1).  The 
aggregate  rate  for  W.R.  Rural  Districts  was  18.0  and  for 
England  and  Wales  16.4. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  30.3  (3  deaths).  The  W.R. 
Rural  Rate  was  27.4  and  the  National  Rate  was  22.5,  a  new 
low  record. 

62  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  Crude  Death  Rate  of  9.3 
(Adjusted  Death  Rate  10.0).  The  W.R.  Rural  Rate  was  9.8 
and  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  11.7.  Of  these  deaths 
22  (35.5%)  occurred  at  the  age  of  75  years  or  over,  and  of 
these  12  were  over  80  years  of  age  and  one  over  90  years. 
Births  exceeded  deaths  by  37. 

II  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurred. 

Adequate  protective  measures  against  infection  by  certain 
serious  diseases  continues  to  be  available  free  through  Wel¬ 
fare  Centres  and  general  practitioners.  The  response  is  fairly 
good  but  could  be  better,  .and  it  requires  continuous  personal 
health  education  and  periodic  public  propaganda  to  maintain 
the  present  level  of  protection. 

Vaccine  against  poliomyelitis  became  available  in  increas¬ 
ing  quantities  during  the  year  and  the  vaccination  of  824  of 
the  875  registered  persons  was  completed. 

In  conclusion,  1  record  my  thanks  to  the  Members  and 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  1958.

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Water  Supply. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  to-  all  parishes  by  the  Council, 
which  is  the  water  undertaker  for  the  whole  of  the  District. 

Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Selby  Urban  District 
Council,  and  is  obtained  from  deep  boreholes  in  the  red  sand¬ 
stone  at  Bravton  Barff,  which  is  situated  in  the  .Selby  Rural 
District. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  the  source,  but  no  other 
treatment  has  been  found  necessary. 

A  mains  extension  scheme  involving  2f  miles  of  4  in.  main 
in  the  parishes  of  Cawood  and  Wistow  has  been  authorised  by 
the  Ministry  of  Housing*  and  Local  Government,  and  work  is 
to  commence  early  in  1959. 

This  will  relieve  annual  complaints  of  water  shortage  and 
lack  of  pressure,  and  will  provide  a  ring  main  to  the  two 
districts.  No  new  properties  will  be  served,  as  all  premises 
at  the  present  time  have  a  mains  supply. 

Sewerage: 

Satisfactory  sewerage  systems  exist  in  the  parish  of 
Barlow,  and  in  part  of  Carlton,  where  a  new  disposal  plant 
has  been  installed.  Only  about  one  third  of  the  village  of 
Carlton  has  been  sewered,  but  the  disposal  works  are  designed 
ultimately  to  deal  with  the  whole  village  and  with  the  village 
of  Camblesforth. 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  Thorpe  Willoughby, 
where  a  disposal  plant  formerly  used  in  connection  with  a 
Service  establishment  has  been  acquired.  It  is  hoped  to  com¬ 
mence  work  during  the  forthcoming  year. 

A  new  scheme  is  also  in  course  of  preparation  for  Bray- 
ton,  where  a  large  amount  of  new  building  is  proceeding. 

The  live  small  disposal  plants  at  Council  housing  sites 
have  been  well  maintained  and  are  functioning  satsfactorily. 

The  Council  possess  an  800  gallon  mechanical  cesspool 
emptying  vehicle,  and  a  free  service  for  domestic  tanks  is 
maintained,  there  beng  a  charge  for  emptying  all  other  types 
of  tanks.
